The Ali Baba of Cherubini proofs of the tenacity of memory res- 
pecting passages of early life, so remarkable, although so general, in 
men who attain to old age, passages reproduced to the imagination in 
colours so glowing, as to be unconsciously (and irresistibly in matters 
of art) adopted. The audience were unanimous io their approbation,
